a small container with a handy but­ 
ton to release the spray With a shot 
of spray now and again there should 
be a lot leas difficulty starting en­ 
gines that are stored in damp places 
or out In the rain. especially at the 
seashore. 
This will surprise those who know 
what excessive loads are placed on 
the battery these days but over­ 
charging causes 55 percent of fail­ 
ure with this important unit of tilt* 
car. . . .

Cheaper Than Repairs 
Why the automobile industry is 
reverting to the policy of changing 
motor oil every thousand miles, in­ 
stead of for the four seasons, is 
largely due to the discovery th at 
most cars travel less than 5.000 miles 
annually. Where a rar has a lot of 
mileage on the open road oil is leas 
contaminated and there is change 
by installment due to the oil that 
must be added enroute. Under such 
conditions complete changes can be 
less frequent, and without risk of 
injury to the engine But for those 
motors which really do not get a 
break the business of changing oil 
four times u year isn t enough to 
hold dilution down to a safe point. 
Here a change every 500 miles may 
be needed for best results. 
Solved By Accident 
I ain indebted to a friend for an 
interesting discovery of the cause 
of a certain car noise that has prob­ 
ably baffled many others as well. 
Having spent $15 trying unsucceas- 
fully to rid the rear end of a rattle 
that sounded like a misplaced tool. 
a loose floor board or a worn shock 
absorber he was about to give up 
when a lad at the filling station in ­ 
flated the spare tire to more than 
the usual pressure From that point 
on the noise disappeared.
